‘* A terrible accident occutred yesterday (Nov, R2d) 
inthe Big Canyon, at-the first riffle above three rifles, 
by which Ed. Bullen and Jokn Green, together with 17 
Indians, lost their lives. The following are nearly the 
purticulars: From ap Indjin who was on board) we 
learn’ that just before the accident occurred the Indian 
was ordered ashore by Bullen. At that time a head- 
line and breast-litte were out, and the crew were work- 
ing at the capstan, endedyoring to warp the boatjoyer 
the riffle. Bullen and Gteen, were in the bow, ‘and two 
Indians were atthe helm.) As the capstan went round 
the boat went-bow under. aq which Bullen orderéd the 
Indians at the capstan|to stop ‘working. At the same 
moment the boat sheared, and the breast-line holding 
good she capsized, washing all hands into the water. 
As she righted a.number of Indians clung to her sides, 
two of whom canght the brenst-line and hauled! them- 
selves ashore. She soon broke away, made a plunge 
inta a whirlpool, and was instantly lost to sight—every 
tian drowned. “Bullen was not seen by the Indian after 
the capsize. The Indian, in Chinook, describes the 
s¢ene|as most heart-rending. He says they gave one 
“kldhawya’’ a8 they went down. He was the only man 
near them at the time, and reports 17 Indians lost, The 
Vale was loaded-by Mr, Geo, Lundvoight, of Hope, for 
his house in Lytton. >The loss of boat and cargo will 
fall'on Messrs. Deitz & Nels@n.”’ 

Edward Bullen was a native of the State of Maine, 
and about 26 years of age.’ He! came to this Colony 
Atiting the '58 excitement, and has been here ever since. 
He was connected with and acted as pilot pon the Str. 
‘} Fort Hope,” till a few months ago, when he went to 
Victoria ‘to superinten] the building of two very fine 
boats for freighting through the canyons; and it was 
while making his first trip with one of these boats, the 
‘* Yale," that he met his sad end. 
| While poor Bullen hag been thus suddenly hurried 
into eternity, itis a most gratifying reflection that al- 
thongh peculiarly exposed to temptation and vie in all 
its forms, he passed through all unscathed, maintaining 
his|high moral principles and gentlemanly demeanor to 
thellast.

present and future welfare of the Colony, i. ¢. a road 
commencing at Fort Hope, following up the Government 
toad some 15 miles, then bearing to the north through 
a very low pass Over to Nicholas Lake, thence down to 
the foot ef Kamloops Lake, thence across; following 
the old Hudson Bay Company’s trail to |Loon Lake, 
thence to Green Lake, thence on to Mud Lake, some 30 
miles beyond Williams Luke. 

Now, Mr. Editor, the advantages attending this route 
are these: that it passes through the most fertile por- 
| tion of the Colony, for [ think the erroneous idea has 
been pretty well dispelled this season, that Hritish Col- 
umbia cannot produce as good oats, burley and wheat, 
a+ Oregon or California, It is true her prairies are not 
as extensive as Uregon or California, but her soil is just 
as productive for small grain as either of those sections 
of country: IT have seen as good dats and barley grow- 
ing in British; Columbia aa can he grown anywhere. 
| Let this Hope route, then, be put through, and the coun- 
| try will at once be settl¢d, and that. too, by|hard-fisted 
yeomen, who.wwill cultivate the spil. And sir, I can 
assure you that if Britigh Columbia were settled to-day 
by hard-working farmers, it would. not be twelve months 
before ghe coald supply bee own demands ; and. then, 
| and not till then, will she-be ableto maintain her posi- 
tion. There are other advantages connected with this 
route, It can, in my judgment, be built through to 
Mud Lake for the same amount that will be required to 
make aroad from Boston Bar, on the Fraser, to the Forks 
of Thompson. And then it vould be adjacent to the 
Okanagan and Similkameen country, and pass over one 
of the finest grazing countries on the Pacific—for I can- 
didly believe that no conntry on the Pacifi¢ can surpiss 
British Columbia for grasses. I have been in the Stock 
business in this Colony for the last two years, and I 
think my stotk have done better in this Golony than 
either Oregon or Californis, and I have resided in both.
